THE FPINEAPFLE'S INTERESTING 
FAMILY 

The pineapple belongs to a tery inter- 
esting family of plants, called the Brome 
Mads, all of which ate purely American, 
and none of which were known in the Old 
World until imported from the new, Most 
of these are notives of Brazil. There are 
about 30 species of this family on exhtb! 
tion in the greenhouses of the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden.

Mining jn that It ja better adapted to 
the sand, gravel and small boulders 
amonget which the gold of the Sask- 
Qtchewan is found than ig the “roo:- 
et,” which is better adapted to con- 
ditions in which clay forms a part. 
The motion of the “rocker” is neces- 
wary to disintegrate the material in 
which gold ts generally found Not ¢> 
on the Saskatchewan. The action of 
water ig all that is neceasary. The 
idea which finds @hape in the “grizz- 
ly” ig that a maximum amount of 
gravel and sand can be efficiently 
worked over with a minimum amount 
of labor, 

The gold saving apparatus is in 
three parts: dump box, grizzley and 
sluice box. The dump box has a bot- 
tom and three sides. It is set up threes 
or four feet from the ground with the 
open aide over the grigzly and the 
bottom sloped in that direction. The 
sluice box having a bottom and two 
e@ides lies with one end under the open 
side of the dump box and having a 
gentle slope to the other end so that 
water and gand can escape freely 
after having passed lengthwise along 
it. Tho grimly ia made of two end 
boarda of triangular shape connecte! 
by fron rods elong two sides so that 
@ grating i» formed on two of the 
sides of the triangle. The open base 
of the triangle ig set crosswise of the 
@iuice box at its upper end so that 
gravel phovelled into the dump bar 
will fall on the apex of the grating 
mentioned. Water poured on 
gravel in the dump box will wash it 
out of the box and cause it to fal:

every credit for having been the firs.) 


to give effect to the idea. It is worthy 
of note that {nm later years many at- 
tempts have been made to recover 
Saskatchewan gold by high powered 
and costly machinery. A number of 
gold dredges operated by steam 
Deen placed on the river, but none ot 
them were eble to secure equal re- 
sults from the same river bar as 
the {ndividual miner equipped only 
with plok, shovel and ignly. 

As gold is alwaye a®subject of in- 
terest it may not be out of place to 
eketch roughly the further processes 
necessary to the recovery of the float 
rold of the Saskatchewan, and get- 
ting it Into condition, so that It can 
be marketed. 

A blanket i# placed on the bottom 
of the sluice box. As the water carries 
the sand along the aluice box the 
black sand with which the fine gold 
of the Saskatchewan is always aaso- 
ciated, ts caught by the blanket, 
while gray sand and gravel pass out 
of the asluioe box at its lower end. 
When the blanket has caught s0 
much black eand that there is danger 
of some of it going over and escap- 
Ing, the blanket is taken up and the 
sand washed out of it. The tub in 
which the blanket wag washed now 
contains the black sand and gold. As 
the black sand {ts very heavy and the 
flakey shape of the specks of Saskat- 
chewan gold gives them the effect of 
being light in water, the separation 
of the gold from the black sand is a 
dificult process and requires the ex- 
pert use of the gold pan. 

The gold pan is a shallow fron pan 
with flaring sides. A smal! amount of 
black sand is placed in the pan with 
® proper amount of water, The miner 
then taking the edges of the pan in 
both hands gives the water a circular 
motion. The principle is the same a¢ 
that of a cream separator. The motion 
of the water and the level of the pan 


are so adjusted that the major pari) 


of the black sand {# flooded over the 
edge of the pam leaving the gold and 
a minimum amount of black sand in 
the pan. The process of panning is 9° 
course delicate to the last degree; it 
is also tedious. Any one but @n ex- 
pert might very easily lose a large 
part of the day's or week's work., The 
test of value of a claim or of a man’s 
work, js how it “pans out.” 

To make the final separation 
the gold from the black sand, quick- 
silver 4s used., \A small amount of 
quicksilver {# placed in the pan, It 
ploks up the gold and rejects tho 
black sand The result {s a pasty 
mast exactly such ag dentiste use in 
filling teeth. The quicksilver ie driven 
off by heat, leaving the gold in a 
firm and pure but porous condition.

Money By-Laws 


_On Monday the burgesses of the 
city are to ratify or reject seven 
money by-laws. Six of these 
originate with the city council, the 
seventh comes from the public 
school board. An eighth by-law, 
also from the school board, is not 


being submitted because there 
was no demand for a poll in re- 
gard to it, and the board has 


power to finally pass the by-law 
unless challenged to refer it to the 
taxpayers. Council asks power to 
spend $75,000 in the purchase of 
new machinery for the power | 
plant; to extend the telephone 
System at a cost of $250,000; to!

By }out it, there are practically two | 


courses open to the taxpayer who 
takes the trouble to vote. He ean 
vote blindly for the by-laws, and 
trust that his representatives on 
the council and the school board 
are correct in their judgment as to 
the necessity or advisability of the 
outlays. Or he can vote blindly 
against the by-laws, on the ground 
that if the aldermen and trustees 
thought the expanditures neces 
sary and important they would 
have taken steps to explain mat 
ters to him and to get his support 
to their proposals. 


Our Lucky Day. 


Young Edmonton is certainly 
an enthusiastic celebrator. There 
is probably no place in Canada

If the by- 
laws carry they will mean an ad- 
dition of $408,500 to the debt of 
the city, and of $175,000 to that 
of the school distriet—which is 
not quite coterminous with the 
city; a total increase of $583,500 
to the bonded indebtedness of the 
city—and that fraction of outside 
territory lying within the school 
district. 

It is to be very much regretted 
that greater effort was not made 
to acquaint the taxpayers with the 
necessity of these expenditures. A 
proposal to add a half million dol- 
lars to the debt of a city is under 
any circumstances a_ serious 
enough matter to require that 
cause be shown. Under the con- 
ditions at present prevailing here, | 
and in most other cities, the obli- 
gation upon the civic authorities 
to fully inform the taxpayers re; 
garding the use that is to be made | 
of ‘borrowed money is more than 
usually urgent. Taxes are already 
so high that property is being con- 
fiscated yearly, because the owners 
cannot pay or do not consider it 
advisable to do so. Under such 
conditions the owners of property | 
are certainly entitled that they be | 
shown that an expenditure is 
necessary, or that it will be rev- | 
enue producing, before they are 
asked to assent to the placing of 
another mortgage upon their al- 
ready encumbered holdings. To 
submit money by-laws to a vote, | 
with a certain amount of prelim- 
inary advertising, may be all that 
the law requires. But it is not all 
that prudence and experience sug- 


gest to be advisable. People} 
sometimes turn down by-laws 
which ought to carry, for the 
reason that they do not under-! 


stand the necessity or expediency | 
of incurring the extra debt. Even 
more often the great majority of 
them stay at home on polling day, 
and the proposals are ratified by | 
the votes of a trifling fraction of 
those who have to stand the conse- | 
quences. When by-laws are sub 
mitted without means taken to in- | 
terest and inform the taxpayers | 
as to the purpose in view, the as- 
sumption is likely to arise that the | 
city council is trying to ‘‘get by’’ | 
with something the aldermen!

“KNOW HOW” NECESSARY TOO 


The owner of an automobile tn 
many instances has implicit faith in 
what the repairman says, with the 
fesult that he paye for a lot of 
useless jabor and materials, It is a 
fact, more and more recognized, of 
Jate, that the one big trouble with 
the industry is that there are mil- 
lions of care running around and not 
half enough competent help to prop- 
erly care for them and keep them in 
@0od running condition, 

Depreciation would be cut in half 
and we would have cars averaging 
ten years instead of four or five, if 
we had well trained mechanics in all 
of our repair shops and service 
stations, The automobile owner 
generally believes that the mechanio 
knows more than he does, that every 
bit of advice the mechanic givee 
should be followed. This is not so, 
at least ot the present time in thou. 
@ands of shops throughout the 
country, 

Should Study Mechanics 

In order that the automobile owner 
may save es much money as possible 
on repairs he ought to acquaint him. 
self with the fundamental principles 
of the automobile and at least the 
aimple adjustments and repairs 
necessary to keep the car running. 
In order to fillustrate 
methods used by the untrained mech- 
anic, let me cite a few actual facts, 

An owner goes into a shop and 
complains about a hum in the rear 
axle, The untrained mechanic takes 
the whole rear end down and re- 
places the differential Dearings, puts 
in new feit on retainers, and sends 
the owner a bill for work and parts. 
In the first place, the sum is still 
there; in the second place, the repair 
shop keeps the old ball bearings, 
which could have been used in trade 
for reground ones, and thirdly the 
work is done #o slowly that the bill 
naturally is high. 

Now thie mechanio did not have 
to replace the old bearings with new 
ones, as the wear was eo slight as 
not to cause the differential to hum; 
there was no need for taking down 
the whole axle. If he found ng parts 
badly worn he should have assumed 
that the natural wear increased the 
gear backlash and brought about the 
hum, or, if not that which could be 
found out by making a few adjust- 
ments, then the housing was eprung. 
But the mechanic, in good faith, went 


at the work in his own way, and said! 
to himself: “I'll replace every seem- | 


ingly worn part and I'm bound to be 
right.” This practice shows lack of 
knowledge of the car, 


Skilled Mechanic Oheaper. 

It is @heaper to pay a good mech- 
anic a dollar or so more an hour than 
to hire a cheap, untrained one at 
Jess. The good mechanic goes at 
the work in the right way, replacing 
no more parts than are needed; he 
does not work longer than is neces- 
sary and uses the minimum time for 
a job. It {# supposed that you al. 
ways will find the best mechanics in 
the service stations of the concern 
who made the car. This {s not true, 
but it is quite true that the need of 
the service department is usually an 
expert diagnostician who can tell

If the shop attempts 
the Job and hasn't @ radiator apecial- 
ist, nine times out of ten it is a 
botch job, Before you have a radiator 
repaired find out the approximate 
cost of so doing. Don't say “Repair 
the radiator,” but state specifically 
| what {fs to be done to stop the leak in 
thie place or clean the radiator or 
solder a hole in the top tank. 

Many Troubles to Be Remediecd

In working 
out wayw to enable tire users to obtain 
ithe greatest service from their tires, 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber com- 
pany's experimental engineers arrived 
wear in its relation to the tire’s size 
and inflation. 
Laws of Tire Wear 

Briefly, it was found that carcass 
wear, like everything else, is governed 
by pretty definite laws. 

Barring accidents of any kind, the 
length of life of a tire, under a given 
load, depends directly on the amount 
it flattens out under weight of the 
load. Thus, if a 4%" tire is found 
to give best all-round results, includ- 
ing wear and cushioning properties, at 
a certain amount of flattening 
6” tire under the same load will give 
the best results if allowed to flatten 
out in the aame proportion acconiing 
to its eize. Once this was conclusively 
proven, it became easy to test tires of 
each size under a given load to find 
out just what air pressure allowed the 
right amount of flattening and then 
calculate just what air pressure would 
be necessary when tires were used 
under different loads. 

With these things !n mind, printed 
tables have ‘been worked out as 
logical schedules of tire loading and 
inflation. Thelr fundamental object 
lis to give satisfaction to the tire user, 
;to be reasonable rather than ideal 
and to he in easy reach of the aver- 
age truck owner. They ere intended 
to serve as a source of comfort, not
